CANADIAN BOURBONS? 

It is U'lt a littl.i Hiiriii-isiny tliat the 
Lilieral I'arty of llio Dominion learns so 
little by e.xpei-it'nce. It onylil to have 
fouuil out Ijeforc tlii.s tliat to plaeu it- 
.sulf in opposition to tlie tJanacliun party 
of progress was a great mistake. Its 
ojjpositioh to the coustniotibn of the 
("anadian I'acilio Railway ilisgiisted 
thou.'ianils of eiiti'r]>ri.sin{,' anil nnibitioua 
Canadians who di'siinl to set! Llieir coun- 
try kui'|)iiig i)ai'f u itli the progrea-s of 
the tunes, 'i'hat opposition, kept up as 
ib was, long after it could be of any 
avail, lowered the party in the esteem 
of very many whose tenilencies were 
towards Liberalism. And now wo see 
the l)arty contiiininj,' the same blindly 
obstruetive p(diey wluMi tbo propo.vil to 
establish for the Dominion a fast line of 
. Atlantic steamahips is submitted to 
theii^ cousidenitioii. Every thinking 
irian must see that I 'anada is losing 
much now, and is liki ly to lo.se mueh 
more in the future. Iiy allowing herself 
to lie distanocil iu the . (unpetitiou for 
jiasaenger ami freight tralHo between 
America and Europe. The eastern sea- 
ports of Canada have the advantage 
of being nearer Europe than 
those of the United States, yet Can- 
adians instead of making the most of 
tliat advantage peDiiit tlie steamship 
companies of New York to take the 
lion's share of the steamship trailio of 
even their own country. It must he 
seen that if a line of steamships sailing 
from Qiiohec could nmke the ocean pas- 
sage in le.ss time than those sailing from 
New Voi k vi TV iiiiuiy of tlie pas- 
sengers and mueh (if the freight that 
now go t<i Kurope hy way of the Am- 
eriunn ports would take the Canadian 
fast line. Besides it is evident that a 
fast line of steamships from a Canadian 
port is the necessary complement to the 
Canadian I'aeilic railroad and the Can- 
adian I'aeilie lino of steamships. Kven 
those who were not in favor of the con- 
struction of the Canadian I'aeilic ought 
to see, that now it is built, it is to the 
interest of the people of Canada that it 
should lie made of as much >isu to tlie 
].)(imiiiiou as ijussihle. 'I'liis can only 
be done liy plai'ing at its eastern end a 
line of ste'amshiiis inferior to none that 
cross the Atlantic. It the (.'aiiadian 
steamers coulimu: slow and the accomo- 
dation they oiler t he public inferior to that 
supplied by the .iteai.iships Sailing from 
American ports we must expect to see 
both the freiu'lit and passiMigers carried 
bj- the Cauadiiin I'.u.ilie Dailway across 
the continent, linding their way to Ku- 
tape through New York. Besides Can- 
ada., need not expect even its fair 
shore of the China and Japan trade 
when' it is known that the Canadian 
means of conveyance across the Atlantic 
ia comparatively slow and nide. The 
Liberals should seo that tin- iimney ex- 
pended in subsidizing a line of iirsi- 
class Atlantic stoamships will be a good 
investment for Canada. The result will 
be'that'the line will be established in 
spite of the opposition of the Liberal 
party, and Liljcrals w ill incur the odium 
of opposing every enterprise that has for 
its objei;t the ailvanrement of the Do- 
minion. Its mend)ers should hesitate 
befpro they continue in a course whicli 
will entitle them to the cognomen of the 
"mossback party."

A PEGU LIAR Nl'T.OTIATIfm. 

We see by last night's ilespatches, 
that. Mornson, the Mcgautic outlaw, 
has at la.st been captured. The 
county was idosely searched by 
a small ai niy of eoiistablc's and di^tect- 
ives, Imt .Mmrisun with appari'nt 
ease, kept uui of tlieir w:i\. Tlie in- 
habitants of the county kept on his 
side, and although many of his fricmls 
were arrested for harboring him 
and giving him aid and eumfort, the af- 
fection of the settlers for the ohtlaw 
does not appear to lia\ i' nndcrgono the 
least abal'Miienl. It wiiiild a)ipear that 
the puisilit became a regular cam- 
paign, and that belligerent rights had 
been accorded to Morrison. .Indge Dn- 
gas, who directed the Government 
forces, despairing of capturisig the fugi- 
tive by oidinai y means, undertook to 
treat with him. .A mi-eting betwecMi 
the judge and the huiiteil man was ar- 
ranged, whether <iii neutral ground or 
not, is not said. The terms were nego- 
tiated and agreed .ui)on. The judge was 
to go to a certain place unaccompanied 
liy constaliles and Morrisfin was to 
nu'et him there to formally treat for 
bis surri-nder.

A METEOMOLOGIGAL QUACK. 

Wiggins, of, Ottawa, wishes to lie 
regarded as a man of science. He speaks 
with oracular solemnity, but his method 
is the rovorse of scieiititic. His jiredic- 
Uons lus to the mcurrence of storms -as 
anyone's mights — soniotunca happen to 
seem to bo fulfilled; But the greater 
number of thohi proTj-e to be the merest 
gue.Hse.H. Storms are continually taking 
place, and if the most ignorant and the 
most stupid biKiby in the land had cheek 
enough to predict that a storm would 
take place at a certain time, there is a 
very great ohanee that his guess n-oubl 
come out either correct or very nearly 
correct. And if ho, through a .series of 
years, kept on guessing, it would be 
very singular indeed if some stoi iiis did 
not cmne just as he predicted. A few 
lucky hits like these would make his 
reputation as a weather prophet. Peoide 
would not be allowed to forget the coin- 
cidences while they would never be 
reminded of the number of times 
that the storms did not come, 
when, according to Wiggins, they 
alight to appear. We distii.ctly ri' 
member, the tunc when people wlio were 
not considered ignorant or credulous by 
any means, regularly consulted the al- 
manac to find out what kind of weather 
tlioy might expect. It was surprising 
to .see how often the weatlier forecast 
(if the almanac turned out to he coi rcet 
These were carefully notedj and m 
would not be surprised to find in jia 1 1 
(if the country good, honest peoide win 
lieliove'that alrtjiinacs, so far as weathe 
lircdictiona go, are almost inspin^l. Vet 
the predictions in them arc ]iut down at 
a venture. The almanac manufacturer 
knew as much alxjut science 'as science 
knew about him. He wei fiafe in telling 
those who put faith in him to look out 
for snow in Deisbniber, and to expect 
hard frost in February. High winds 
.■ould bo predicted for March with tol 
■ible certainty, and showers iu Aiiril. It 
rciiiiired no inspiration to foretell that 
there winilil bo heat and tliunder in .\n- 
guat, and .tliat.tho weather would begin 
to get cold and stormjr In November. 
There was always a safe indefitiiteness 
in these forecasts, and ' if the weather 
foretold in the almanac came within 
three or four dtiys of the date set down, 
tho faith in those who believed in it re- 
mained unshaken.. 

The Ottawa weather prophet earned 
the reputation he has gaineil by a few 
safe gues.ses such as we have described, 
lint when he comes to bo more defmile 
and to form a theory of meteorology bis 
want of even common intelligence be- 
comes apparent. Ho has taken it into 
his head to tell tho people of Ontario 
that they must expect droughts and 
cyclones because the telegraph and tele- 
phone wires deprivo the atuiosplu re nt 
tlie eleelrieity wllieh is neri^ss.i i-y In 

regulate the rainfall and the movements 
of the atmosphere; If he had stojipcd 
to think he would have found that in 
countries where there ' are the greatest 
number of wires for the conveyance of 
tho electric current, rain ia most almml- 
ant and cyclones are unknown. In 
Oroat Hritiiin, fpr instance, there is a 
close web of wires over tho wliole coun- 
try, yet Groat Britain is notorious for 
being an extremely moist country, and 
IB far OS cyclones ' are concerned, the 
United Kingdom is not visiteil by one 
once in a century. The dry cmiuu 
tries of the earth are those where 
the telograph wires are eillnr 
unknown or so few as to make the 
coaclusion that they have an eftect upon 
tho weatier an absurdity. In tho .Sa- 
hara there are no teh'grapli wires ar all. 
in Kgypt they are comparatively si ari'i', 
and in the (1 real .^nieiican desert tin 
telegraph lines are few and far between. 
Over tho whole of Now York .State there 
is a thick net-wbrk of wires for the 
truusmisaion Of electricity but' there are 
iio cyclones; in Mihnesota and.tjie other 
VVeetern .States where the cyclone is u 
frccjuent visitor, are to be found very 
very few wires indeed. Natural law 
diiaa not work capriciously. Like 
causes produce like ell'ects in nature, 
Iburefore, if Mr. VViggins' theory is cor- 
roct.that country will be the' driest and 
Its atmospheric disturbances tho most 
violent in which telegraph lines aro the 
moat nunioroua. But wo find that this 
is not by any means the case. Kven 
tliiisn parts of tlie same cciniilry where 
tilt) wires are most nuiiierouathu climate 
is not appreciably different from, those 
in which they are very much' fewer. A 
very little enquiry 'proves that Mr. 
Wiggins' drought and cyclone theory 
will not hold wivter. 

Tho weatlier prophet says, too, thai 
the greatly incroosed numher of electric 
wires has caused tho Northern Lights to 
ilisappoar. Wo very inuoh (piestion if 
they havu diaappcarod. Wo would liki' 
to SCO what the acientitic meteoridogist 
has to say on this subject. Has the 
.•\urora Horealis diHappeared, and if so, 
what coiiaeiiuencoa hayo followed its 
disappoaranco ?^ iHa^llfc^dijJuppcared o\ er 
the ocean whoro thore are no tolegra))h 
wires as well as over the land whore 
there ore a great many ? 

The •tili/Jition of the electricity of 
the atmosphere m;iy have piodiiced 
climalic ell'ecla in some places. That is 
by no means iiapdSHiblo, but no om 
except Mr. Wiggins, seems to liav 
maile it a subject of Study, and, as we 
have seen, his theory Will libt stand tho 
test of enquiry.

Time and time again the nicinlieis fur 
Briti.sh Cnlumliia have [minted out in 
tliia Iiou.se that living i.s much iiigher 
in liritish Columhia llian it is in the 
eastern i'rovinci.s, and I know that the 
hoii. gentlenieii at the head of the dif- 
ferent depart inenl.s have these state- 
ments cornihorateil liy the reiiort.-i thai 
have lieen .sent to them from our Pro- 
vince. Any per.soii who lia.s studied the 
matter at all knows perfectly w ell that 
living is a great ilutil moro expensive on 
the Pacitic coast than it is on the eastern 
side of tlio continent. I am glad to 
liaye heard tiio Postinaster-Ueneral make 
the statomont that ho thought lie 
was only doing right in giving a pro- 
visional allowance to the otiicials in 
British Columbia, for I know that these 
men could not possibly live on their sal- 
aries unless they gut this allowuiiee.
